REMARKS ON THE WEATHER. 
——— 


January. 
Ox the firſt a very ſharp froft, which con- 
tinued till the eighth, with hazy weather, and 
a moiſt atmoſphere; from the firſt to the ſixth 
the Thermometer was below the freezing- 
point, as may be ſeen in the Table of Exceſs 
of Cold; on the eighth, 1 in the morning, 
and hard froſt in the evening: during the 
remainder of the. month, the weather con- 
tinued to vary from froſt to rain. 


February 


February | 

Commenced with a very ſevere froſt, and 
a heavy fall of ſnow for two days ; from the 
ſecond to the twelfth frequent ſhowers of ſnow 
with hard froſt ; the Thermometer from che 
| firſt to the tenth below the freezing Point; on 
the nineteenth the ſnow began to melt, with a 
thorough thaw ; from that time to the end of 


the month, ent ſhowers of rain.

March. 


TRE weather changeable till the ninth and 


tenth, when there came another great fall of 
ſnow; very unſettled weather till the latter 
end of the month, with ſome days of ſevere 
froſt: on the thirtieth and thirty - firſt, the

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Thermometer was 5 degrees below the freez- 


ing point.

THz firſt and ſecond, hard froſt, with ſhow- 
ers of ſnow; the Thermometer on the firſt, 
ſecond, third and forth, at nine oclock at 


night was 5 degrees below the freezing point ; 


on the fourth, about eleven o'clock at night, 


it began to ſnow, and more is ſuppoſed to 


have come down in ten hours than ever was 


known to have fallen in that ſpace of time,

in this country. On the fifth, about eight 


o' clock in the evening, there came from the 


N. E. two vivid flaſhes of lightning, vithout 
thunder ; on the eighth, ſhowers of ſnow and 
rain; ſrom that time to the fixteenth, cold,

o'clock A. M. the Thermometer was at 43, 
and at one P. M. at 50. ſo that there was a 
change, in the temperature of the air, of 7 
degrees in leſs than three hours : from the 
ſixteenth to the end of the month, a con- 


tinuance of cold wind, with en of rain 


and hail.

Fxon the firſt to the ſixteenth, with only a 
variation of four days, cold E. and N. E. 
winds, which ſeemed to have ſtopped the 
progreſſion of vegetation; the leaves did not 
appear on the hedges till about the fiſteenth, 
and then only on the S. W. ſides: Oaks, in 
general, did not begin to bud till about the

twenty- fourth; on the twenty -ninth a few 


ſmall leaves appeared. 


June. 

WATER variable and cold, not one ne day 
of ſummer heat; the higheſt riſe of the Ther- 
mometer was on the eighth, when it was up 
at 729; on the twenty - ſecond and thirtieth, 
at 70; theſe were the only warm days in this 
month. A ſharp froſt in the morning of the 
ſixteenth, ſeventeenth, eighteenth and nine- 
teenth; frequent ſudden changes in the tem- 
perature of the air; on the tenth, at nine in 
the morning, the Thermometer was at 629, 


and at nine at night 32“; on the fixteenth, at 


nine o'clock A. M. Thermometer at 60%, at 


nine P. M. 499; on the ſeventeenth, at nine 
third,

third, at nine A. M. 64, at nine P. M. 842, - 


hence it appears that theſe changes from heat 
to cold, were in the ſpace of twelve hours. 

The changes that happened in twenty - four 

hours, will be ſeen in the Table.

July. 

VERY little appearance of Summer; there 
were but three days when the Thermometer 
was as high as 679, which is 9 degrees below 
ſummer - heat :—the weather cold and wet 


throughout the month, with but little vari- 


ation. 


August. 
A cONTINUANCE of cold and wet weather, 


there were but two days when the Thermo-

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meter was as kigh as 67, the fourth and the 
ſixth, as may be ſeen in the Table. A great

THE Grſt eleven days fair, which ſeemed to 
promiſe a favourable harveſt, but the heavy 
rain, and frequent ſhowers, that followed, 


greatly damaged the Corn.

rain; from the fourth to the ſixteenth, rain 
almoſt every other day : on the ſixteenth and 
ſeventeenth, a froſt; the eighteenth, nine- 
teenth and twenty-firſt, rain; from that time 


to the thirtieth, cloudy damp weather.

COMMENCED with rain; from the ſecond 
to the eighth, very ſtormy and wet; daily 
ſhowers till the ſixteenth; from the ſeven- 
teenth to the twenty ſeventh, foggy and 


damp ; the four laſt days cloudy. 


'The foliage continued on the trees a a con- 
iderable time longer than uſual ; the Oaks 
did not change their verdure for the Autum- 
nal tint, till about the middle of this month. 
At this time a great ſcarcity of wheat flour, 
owing, in ſome degree, to the corn having 
been got i in wet, and not yet ſufficiently dry 
to grind: . partial want has been occaſioned 
by the mills not being able to work for want

Tur ürſt nine days frequent ſhowers of 
rain; from the ninth to the ſixteenth, hazy 
and damp ; on the fixteenth and ſeventeenth,

A continuance of ſevere froſt to the end of 
the month; on che thirtieth, at nine P. M. 
the Thermometer was 22 degrees below the 
freezing - point, and on the thirty-firſt, 22 de- 
grees below at nine in the morning and nine at 
night. Hence it appears, that the | froſt has 
been more ſevere this year than it was in the 
year 17953 ; in will alſo be ſeen in the Table 
of Exceſs of. Cold for this year, that there 
were thirty - five days when the Thermometer 
was below the freezing point, which are three 
more than there were in the cold winter of 


1795, and fifteen more than in the year 17 98. 


The great dampneſs of the atmoſphere 
during the Autumn, | has probably preſerved 
the leaves on the trees much longer than 
| uſual : the Oaks were not entirely diveſted of 


their foliage till after the ſecond week 1 in this 


month. 
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The weather, throughout the year, has been 


remarkably cold and wet; all ſorts of culinary 
vegetables very ſcarce; the fruit every where 


bad, and even the produce from hot walls, 


though favourable to the eye, had no flavour 


and hardly eatable, owing to the want of ſun. 


The harveſt uncommonly late, and grain in 
general bad, the price at Mansfield market, 
on Thurſday before Chriſtmas-day, as follows: 


Barley. — from gl. to gl. 108. to 41. per Qr. 
Wheat, — from 348. to 36s. per Load; 
Oats,.— from 348. to 388. per Quarter; 
Rye, — from 20s. to 218. per Load;
